Cynthiana, Ky., Aug. 14—Curt Jett 


and Tom White the Breathitl county 
mountaineers will be compelled to 
spend the remainder of their lives in 
the penitentiary unless clemency is ex- 
tended to them, for the assassination 
of J. B. Mareum, an attorney at Jack- 
son. 


After being out since 10:50 Thmsday 


morning the jury at 9:30 this morning 
returned the following verdict: 


' We, the -jury, find the defendants, 


Curt Jett and Tom White, guilty, and 
fix their punishment at confinement in 
the penitentiary for life'." 


There were bul few people in~the 


court room when the jury entered. Jett 
was calm and seemed prepared to re- 
ceive a heavy blow . White was nerv- 
ous and tears sprang to his eyes. When. 
Judge Osborne had read the verdict, 
handed to him by Foreman McCouleyv 
he querieJ, "So say you all?" 


Each juror responded: "Yes, your 


honor/' The only attorney present 
when the verdict was read was Attor- 
ney Stanley Webster of the council for 
the state Judge Osborne sent out for 
fhe attorneys for both sides. When the 
news of the verdict spread over the 
town the court room filled up rapidly; 
Among those who entered was Captain 
B. -J. Ewen, who wjis the star -witness 
for the state. 


Jap King was the juror who secured 


the life sentence for the prisoners. All 
tho others were in favor of capital pun- 
ishment, but rather than bring about a 
disagreement they voted for the life 
sentence1. The court adjourned in or 
tier to gn e tne defense time to file a 
motion for a new trial, which will be 
done today. ' It is thought that Judge 
Osborne will overrule the motion. 


A bit of important testimony devel- 


oped this morning which was not pro- 
duced during the trial of Curt Jett and 
Tom White. Olbert Lizer, of Cynthiana, 
said that he walked up to Taylor Mop- 
pin, who lives 13 miles from Cynthiana 
and Lenville Hagins, of Madison coun- 
ty, step father of Jett, while they were 
talking in the court house yard.
